LONDON, June 28.—(4)—The 
RAF rekindled the smouldering 
fires of devastated Bremen over- 
night in the second massive as- 
sault in three days upon 
spawning ground of submarines 
prowling the Atlantic, and today 
the word in London was: “There 
can’t be much left of Bremen.”

They were brought near our shores by Ger- 
man submarines. Rubber rafts, or boats, were 
inflated and the men came ashore at night. 

Two of them were American citizens, having 
taken the solemn oath of loyalty to this coun- 
try. One had been a member of the Michigan 
state guard. This country had given to them, 
and to the others who had worked in this 
country, a chance for work and a chance for 
all this country has to offer.

EXODUS 13:22 “He took not away the pillar of the cloud by 
day, nor the pillar of fire by night, from before 
the people.” 

Rommel is gdvancing in Egypt. His tanks and his mobile ar- 
tillery are a pillar of cloud by day and by night the flash of his 
guns is a pillar of fire. 

Jehovah gave the Children of Israel a cloud by day and a fire 
by night to lead them. One may hope:for some 
help against this new conquerer in ancient 
Egypt. 

It was in Egypt that Jehovah took a hand 
in things in perhaps His most emphatic manner. 
Moses asked Him for it. And Moses got it. 

One of the great scenes in The Book is that 
one where Moses stood before the great Pha- 
raoh, armed only with a shepherd's crook, and 
accompanied only by Aaron, and demanded 
Pharaoh let his people go. I am sure Aaron 
was a good man. Just as I am sure he stood a 
little bit back of Moses. It was Moses, I am 
sure, who stood up there close before Pharaon 
and said, “Let my people go.” He was never 
afraid. 

I always have admired the manner in which 
the Lord smote old Pharaoh. The first plague 
was brought upon the river Nile. The water 
stank. The fish died. There was blood in ail 

the streams of the country and in the watering pots in the houses. 

The Book says that Pharaoh’s enchanters and magicians were 
almost frantic trying to do something about it. The plagues were 
wonderful. It must have been fun think up all but the last one. 

lt was dark for three days and the people began to doubt Ra, 
the Sun God. (You’ve met him in your crossword puzzles.) But 
over in Goshen it was light. I like to think about the excitement 
in Goshen and about all the people taking their children up to the 
edge of the darkness and letting them put their hands in it while 


they stood in the light. 
PHARAOH HARDENED HIS HEART The plague of the 


frogs must have been 
bad. There were frogs in the beds, in the baking ovens, in the 
water. It was awful. 

I imagine the plague of lice was the worst. When Moses and 
Aaron stretched forth their rods the very dust turned to lice. it 
was dusty in Egypt, too. Mighty dusty. On all the people and ail 
the cattle and dogs and fowls the lice were thick as dust. The 
flies were bad, too, but I imagine the lice were a little worse. 

The farmers must have complained to Pharaoh when the cattle 
died. That was bad. All the asses, the sheep, the camels and the 
oxen died of a murrain. I imagine he had to work out a FSA 
plan to take care of that. 

When the boils came it was very funny. Even the magicians 
had boils and couldn’t work before Pharaoh. The Book says 
they couldn’t stand. The hail was bad, too. It killed a lot of the 
people. It broke down trees and ruined the crops. Pharaoh's 
stubbornness was terrible on the farmer. When the locusts came 
and ate up what little the hail had left it was awtul. The farmers 
urged him to let the people go. It was a good thing for Pharaon 
there were no democratic processes. Some fellow running on a 
platform of aid to the farmer and exodus for Moses and his people 
would have beat him sure. But the farmer was getting it in the 
neck then as now. Except then he didn’t even have the Triple A 

In the last plagues it was the Lord that hardened Pharaohs 
heart so that he wouldn't let the people go. I have heard some of 
the Bible critics complain that Pharaoh didn’t have a free choice, 
that the Lord decided for him. 

I think that is correct. It was perfectly natural and right. It 
was human nature, and I reckon the Lord knows something about 
human nature. Old Pharaoh had been so mean and ornery the 
Lord was afraid he might relent. He wanted to teach old Pharaoh 
a real lesson. He was a stubborn old cuss and.it took the death of 
the first -born to fetch him. The Lord learned him, though. Be- 
cause when the children of Israel did leave he said, “Take your 
flocks and your herds and be gone, and bless me also.”

With Mr. Winston Churchill safely back in 
Europe, a joint statement was issued by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the British prime minister.

German air raid, June lj on Can- 
terbury, cradle of Anglican Chris- 
tianity, damaged the famous ca- 
thedral, des\royed several historic 
buildings and laid waste much of 
the residential section, it was dis- 
closed today. 

The damage to the cathedral 
was estimated at many thousands 
of dollars, although the edifice 
escaped a direct hit by high ex- 
plosives which, however, wrecked 
the modern library and deanery 
and battered Kings School, Eng- 
larnid’s oldest public school. 

Somerset Maughan, the novelst, 
is perhaps the best known gradu 
ate of the school, which served as 
the background for some of the 
early scenes in his novel “Of Hu- 
man Bondage.” 

Hundreds of the cathedral win- 
dows were blown out. The whole 
area was littered with rubble and 
shops and homes in the vicinity 
were set afire. The ancient stained 
glass had been removed from the 
cathedral at the outbreak of the 
war. 

Incendiaries fell on the cathe- 
dral roof, but were smothered be- 
st. 
Augustine’s chair, on which arch- 
bishops for centuries sat during 
the enthronement ceremony, was 
undamaged, but St. George's 
church was destroyed
